THE TITLE OF ADMIRAL. 
ITS ORIGIN 18 SUPPOSED TO RE ARABIC. 


Tt should here bo vxplained that the title 
of ‘ Admiral’ was not used in England in 
tho earlior days, saya the London Nautical 
Magazine. In fact, the hetter opinion is 
that it was not so used before the beginning 
of tho fourteenth century, He was called 
Capitaneus Maria (Captain of the Sea), 
a er of the seacoast, ' ‘ Captain of tho 
King’s mariners.’ The title ‘Admiral’ or 
‘ Amiral,’ probably derived from the Arabic 
amir or emir (prefect), was used in foreign 
countries much earlicr thin in England, 
and camo to us from France, Prynne 
{‘Animadyersions,’ p. 106) states ‘thut 
there wera Admirals and an Admirulty 
Court in England as early as the time of 
Henry I, derived from our ancient Saxon 
kings—Alfred, Edgar, Ethelred and others 
who had the dominion of the British eccan. 
None of these kings prabably was more po- 
tent than King Edgar, who, possessing on 
absolute dominion of the neighboring sea, 
sailed round about it overy year and secur- 
od it with a constant guard. These ships,
